to food hawkers for middey meals at the 
luncheon interval, It is advised that al 
should abstain from uny consumption of 
ices, fresh uncooked vegetables, cukes, and 
other sinilar urticles. Some of the latter, 
though biked or cooked, still may have 
been stored over-night in the unsavoury 
Gens where hawkers herd together, and so 
may easily becorhe impregnated with the 
infection of any ‘disease poison existing 
there, Native sweet drinks, syrups, £c., are 
also very likely vehicles of uny filth disease 
that may be about. People who have no 
choico ‘but tifin at the hawkers’ shoald 
touch nothing bat arated waters of re 
spectable make and articles of food quite 
freshly onket:
